has been held by commissioned officers of the Armed Services as »as 
authorised by law. No such authority exists for the position of tht 
deputy. i his proposed legislation, therefore, would permit the appoint 
ment of such an officer and would in so far as possible free him from 
the outside control which would normally apply to an officer of the 
o.rmuid Services and from any command functions except as may pertain 
to the office of Deputy Director. On the other hand, it provides that he 
would retain the military status and grade held by him immediately 
prior to such appointment.

toid we have been advised, that they have no objection to its presentation 
to the Congress in its present form.
